Dallas, March ll .—Tho storm which 
swept eastern Texas on Saturday was 
wide in its scope, Wills Point aud New 
B<>stou being the worst sufferers. 
At Wills Point, Maggie d o u se, an in- 
faut of Rev. J. II. d o u se, the 8-year- 
old son of J. W. W illiams aud a child 
of John W hite worn killed and 12 or 13 
persons injured, 2 or 3 seriously hurt. 
The cyclone came from the southwest 
and held to a sri night northw est course. 
Its path was als nit 300 yards wide. 
It 
struck the northw est corner of Will* 
Point in the residence section. No house 
was left whole; those that are lied irre­ 
parably wrecked are in the minority. 
Most of them were demolished—mere 
heaps of debris that offer opportunities 
for the junk man. 
Household furniture 
and utensils are strewn farther than the 
eyecan reach, aud they mark the storm ’* 
path. 
The property loss, it is estim ated, 
will not be less than $05,000. 
Charley 
Powers, a

drowned while trying to crow Mogby 
creek, near W ills Point. 
His horse got 
tangled in a barbed Mire fence at the 
crossing aud in attem pting to jum p he 
became entangled in the wire himself 
and was drowned.
